all desirable that it shonld be repealed gen- 
erally in the mining dinriots of British Col- 
umbia. But where mining operations can- 
not bo ;snoce83folly curried on except at 
great expense; it is certainly most desir- 
able that capitalists snould not be restricted 
in their space.
